RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Sir: 

In response to the Office Action mailed October 5, 2005, the apphcant 
elects the process claims 1-24 and 26 of Group 1, with traverse. 

As acknowledged by the Examiner, claims 25 and 27 are product by 
process claims. They specifically recite a process which is used to make a 
superior product which is akin to the process set forth in group 1 . It is not clear 
that the recited fluoroelastomer recited in claims 25 and 27 can be made by other 
processes, or that if a fluoroelastomer having the same constituents as recited in 
claims 25 and 27 would have same properties as the material formed by the recited 
process. Further, there would be no undue burden on the examiner to review both 
"inventions" simultaneously as they will be classified or at least crossed into the 
same class and subclasses.
